During the 2000's, I helped organize a number of narrow gauge "mini meets". These were Friday 
night/Saturday events, which were well attended. In the summer of 2011,1 agreed to Chair the 2013 
LSR Regional Convention, which was held in Dallas/Fort Worth. It was a learning experience. I used 
that experience to produce the 2014 Sn3 Symposium. At present, I am hosting the 2018 Sn3 
Symposium to be held in Garland, Texas. Following my election to the Board in 2016 as a Director at 
Large, Chuck Lind asked me to follow Bill McPherson as the Regional Convention Chair. 

While I am a strong believer in the NMRA on a national level, my experience has been that the Region 
and Divisions are the foundation of the NMRA. Without the local encouragement, sharing of 
knowledge and long term friendships that I have experienced on a local level, I would not have 
remained in the hobby all these years. It is my desire to continue to serve the membership of the 
Lone Star Region.
